BORBORYGMUS IN THE SOUTH. 

An extremely hysterical patient of 
Dr. Vanderhoof, noted -in medical 
literature, holds the record officially, 


though no doubt many amateurs are 
contenders. She belched 5,000 times 
in 24 hours with a_= grand total 
eructation of 200-liters of gas. The 
gas, of course, was air which the 
woman swallowed, with only a trif- 
ling admixture or carbon dioxid from 
the fermentation of carbonates in 
food. Whenever belching is an out- 
standing feature of the “gas attack” 
or “indigestion” or “heart attack,” 
and particularly when the eructations 
are frequent, noisy and without much 
taste or odor, the “gas” is usually 
air which the anxious, excited or ner- 
vous patient swallows unconsciously 
or involuntarily, | 

Well, suppose ae fellow gets to 
thinking too intently upon his gastric 
juice, gastronomic hazards, or the fit 
of his gaskets. and in the course of 
his melancholy introspection gulps 
down a gallon of perfectly harmless 
air, what becomes of the air if the 
man doesn’t belch it? Will it not 
\inevitably “press on his heart” and 
;}maybe embarrass the action of that 
organ or even stop it altogether Will } 
it not cause severe “gas pains?” It 
will not. If a man hasn't time to 
bother about belching ‘the air from his 
stomach it will presently find its 
way on into the intestine. 

Considerable gas is normally pres- 
ent in the stomach and in the _intes- 
tine. This normal gas in the alimen- 
‘tary tract is partly air swallowed 
with food or as an unconscious habit, 
and partly the gases formed by the 
normal acid fermentation of sugars 
and starches in the intestine (lactie 
fermentation, which process we en- 
courage by drinking buttermilk or any 
;of the lactie bacillus fermented milk 
|beverages), and a small amount of 
| caer gases produced by the putrefac- 
tion of proteid material, among these 
sulphid gas (which 
ancient eggs their character) 
and marsh gas. The gas in the nor- 
mal alimentary tract probably aids in 
the churning of the food, and it con- 
tributes toward maintaining the tone 
of the digestive organs, that is, the 
healthful tension of the muscular 
walls. 

In some individuals the gas or air 
in the intestine causes annoying 
rumbling sounds called borborgymi. 
One factor of this trouble, when it 
amounts to an embarrassment, is a 
low tone of the belly muscles—not the 
abdominal muscles, for there are only 
involuntary muscles in the abdomen, 
but the belly muscles which are vol- 
untary and therefore too often slack 
in duty. The suggestion I would con- 
vey is that persons with borborygmi 
should give the belly muscles a rea- 
sonable amount of exercise. 

Dread and fear play a part in caus- 
ing borborygmi, especially in young 
women who are obsessed with the po- 
lite contempt for all that pertains to 
the “innards,” a cloak for ignorance 
of self still much affected by the 
downright highbrow. Why should one 
feel embarrassed about a not abnor- 
nal or improper incident which no 
other person than a boor would ever 
notice anyhow? 

The rumbling jis most likely to hap- 
pen when three or four hours have 
passed since substantial food was 
‘taken. This suggests the value of a 
light luneh midforenoou or midafter- 
noon, say an apple, which will keep

_ Georgia was the first purely altru- 
istic settlement made on American 
shores, and in its foundation no dis- 
crimination was made against the 
prospective members of the colony, ex- 
cept papists, and that exception was 
due to the oath of the English king 
who granted the charter. Men of 
other religions were free to settle in 
the colony and there were some Jews 
who came over with Oglethorpe in his 
first company of immigrants. They 
were followed soon after in the same 
year, 1737, by some two-score Portu- 
gese Jews, some of whom located in 
Savannah, while the major portion 
moved over into the more settled colo- 
ny of South Carolina. Hence it is 
that men and women of Israel have 
been identified with Georgia during 
all of her history, and when Atlanta 
had become a fixed community it at- 
tracted the pepe of men among 
them who could see a main chance and 
profit by it. 3 

One of the first Hebrews to locate 


once identified himself with the civie 
and commercial advancement of the 
city. He was a very able and pro- 
gressive citizen, lived to a ripe age 
and witnessed the growth of- Atlanta 
to metropolitan proportion and_ posi- 
tion. e was the firm friend of ev- 
ery educational movement, and when 
the publie school system of the city | 
was inaugurated he was chosen as 
one of the members of the first board 
of education. Other of his co-re- 
ligionists came to the city from time 
to time; most of them locating here 
at the conclusion of the civil war. 
They were of the Orthodox Jewish 
faith and yearned for the ministries 
of the synagogue. As early as 1866_ 
they formed a Hebrew Benevolent con- 
gregation, and for nine years held 
their religious ceremonies under yari- 
ous rabbis in various halls of the 
city. In 1875 they were numerous 
enough to authorize the erection of a 
Synagogue proper, and proceeded to 
build one at the corner of Forsyth and 
Garnet streets. There they wor- 
shiped for many years, until the ac- 
cretion of Jewish residents induced the 
building of the present synagogue on 
South Pryor street. In the mean- | 
time the Jewish order of B'nai Brith | 
decided upon Atlanta as the site for’! 
their Jewish Orphans’ home, and that 
beautiful and commodious institution 
was built further out on the same 
Street. 

The Jews have largely increased in | 
Atlanta, and now constitute one of. 
the strong and progressive elements | 
of our population. They have been 
thrifty in business, patriotie in every 
promotion of the general welfare, po- 
tential in financial circles, and many 
of them have served with distinction 
in the civie offices of the city. Many 
of their family names are firmly em- 
bedded in the history of Atlanta, such 
names as Haas, Rich, Mayer, Weil. 
Jacobs, Schlesinger, and others that 
will be readily recalled by the older 
citizens—while me of those same 
names are still Mon the fronts of our 
largest and most prosperous commer- 
cial institutions. 

A young Men's Christian association 
was organized in the city about the 
year 1858, having for its first presi- 
dent B. H. Overby, and as its first 
secretary and treasurer Nathanial J.

Steel Action Awaited. 


Still another explanation fvr the 
drifting stock market is the uncer- 
tainty over what will be done at to- 
morrow 's quarterly dividend meeting 
of the U. S. Steel corporation direc- 
tors. Still another factor is the at- 
tention being given by private bank- 
ers to offerings and contemplated of- 
ferings of new securities capitalizing 
old names or trade marks, today’s of- 
ferings including those of an old fur 
company, a lumber company and a 
company manufacturing copper build- 
ing fronts, : 

Few people realize the extent of the 
movement during the past year or 
two on the part of the bankers to buy 
control of companies which have been 
successfully managed by individuals, 
by families, or by a group of in- 
dividuals or families. In such cases, 
new companies have been formed with 
greatly increased capital, part of 
which is sold to the public, some of 
the stock without voting power. In 
this connection, some very valuable 


and interesting information will be 
found in an article in this month's 
Atlantic Monthly by Professor Ripley, 
of Harvard, who is also a director ot 
Rock Island. In this article, Ripley 
calls these changes that are taking 
place in the relations between corpora- 
tions and their shareholders by their 
right names. e 
Bank Loans Cause Drift. 

Still another factor making for the 
drifting tendency in the. stock market 
is the uncertainty regarding the stock 
market influence of the new ‘details 
to be published in the coming new 
report on bank loans secured by stock 
exchange collateral. The statement 
now at hand covering the returns of 
718 member banks, reporting for the 
week ending January 13, show loans 
secured by stocks and’ bonds down 


$121,000,000, compared with the pre- 


vious week of $5,567,000,000. Of this 
decrease, $109,000,000 is for banks 
here, and the balance $12,000,000 for 
interior banks. There is no question 
but that there will be a large de- 
cline in the statement covering last 
week, or when Governor Crissinger 
of the federal reserve board asked 
for additional information on bank 
loans secured by stock exchange col- 
lateral. 

Speculative Wall street was disap- 
pointed when directors of Montgom- 
ery-Ward met today, but failed to 
declare any dividend on the _ stock. 
Over $8 a share was earned for the 
common stock last year against $6 
for 1924. Last autumn some of 
the directors intimated that divi- 
dends would be started on the common 
stock as soon as back dividends had 
been paid off. ‘The back dividends 
have been cleaned up. ‘Today’s state- 
ment shows the company in a very 
strong position as to business, work- 
ing eapital, and accumulated surplus, 
representing the total excess of assets 
over liabilities, 

Activity in Oil Shares. 


Floor traders expressed the belief 
that today’s increased activity in oil 
shares was due to buying by Durant 
and Whelan.

I advise you to visit the school 
room. sit for a while and see it done 
and then talk with the principal on 
how it is done.

these new methods in education I 
suggest you organize a Parent-Teach. 
er association and get the principal 
uround to prove, not only that it is 
done and how it is done, but the rea- 
son why reading should be done this 
way. He may surprise you. 

I wish that these mothers’ clubs 
would stop talking about high-brow 
things which keep real mothers away 
from the meetings and devote them- 
selves to discussing the questions 
which an earnest mother meets every 
day in her home and in the school.

HEALTH WORK SHOWS 
RESULT IN WALKER 


LaFayette, Ga., January 25.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The annual report of the 
health commissioner of Walker coun- 
tv, operating under the state board 
of health and the U. S. public health 
service, shows that there were 578 
births in the county last year as 
against 214 deaths from all causes. 

Only three deaths were reported 
from typhoid fever, and these cases 
were infected in surrounding coun- 


ties. Before the health work was 
in operation in this county, typhoid ! 


fever took toll of numerous lives. 
This dreaded disease has practically 
been eliminated from the county, due 
to widespread inoculation. 


There were no deaths from diph- 
theria, influenza claimed two, pneu- 
monia 19, and 24 died from tubertu- 
losis. Just a few years ago the num- 
ber of deaths from tuberculosis was 
alarmingly large, but the efforts to 
combat this disease in the earlier 
stages have proved successful and all 
of the 24 deaths were cases that ad- 
vanced too far to arrest. 


More than 2,500 school children 
were examined during the year, 2,200 
completed anti-typhoid vaccinations, 
and Y®8 eomplete toxin-antitoxin 
treatments were given by the health 
commissioner, the report shows.

Senator George 


Defends Cloture 


Washington, January 205.—(Spe- 
cial.)—In adopting cloture on the 
world court Monday, the senate sim- 
ply applied a democratic rule, a rule 
in its present form adopted by a dem- 
ocratic senate, Senator George, of 
Georgia, declared in a_ statement 


today. 

He said that if the senate. had 
failed to apply cloture Monday, that 
'Vice President Dawes’ campaign for 
a “party” cloture would have been 
greatly strengthened. 

“The rule this day applhed does 
not cut off debate,” George said. “It 
merely places a proper limitation on 
debate. So long as the present demo- 
‘cratic rule stands, party cloture is 
/practically impossible. Neither party 
iwill have two-thirds of the senate at 
any time; certainly neither party will 
‘ever be able to control two-thirds of 
great question 
|which is earnestly opposed by the 
‘minority party. Cloture can never, 
therefore, be successfully invoked, un- 
less a majority of both parties wish 
to limit debate on a pending question. 

“Had the senate failed today to 
apply the two-thirds cloture rule on 
a question actually before the senate 
for three vears, and specially carried 
over at the extra session in March 
until December 17 last, the demand 
of Vice President Dawes for a ma- 
jority cloture rule—a party cloture— 
would have been greatly strengthened. 
‘The situation might have become 
grave. 

“Finally, failure to apply the rule 
would have resulted inevitably in the 
final defeat of the world court. 

“All senators so understood the 
situation, and rightly sensed the real 
‘meaning of the vote.”
